An inspector 
from the Pure Food, Drugs &

that the “place is now essentially 
clean.” General Baking makes 
“Homogenized Bond” and “vita- 
min enriched” bread. 

In its report to Judge Moore the 
Brand jury said: “We members of 
the Federal grand jury wish to go 
on record as deploring the shock- 
ing conditions in some of our St.

ARCTIC AIR MASS 
MAKES CITY SHIVER; 
HALF INCH OF SNOW 


Low of 15 Degrees Is Coldest 
Recorded This Late in 
Season Since 1941.

There's an Arctic air mass over 
St. Louis, and it feels like it,” 
Weatherman Harry F. Wahlgren 
announced today. His thermom- 
eter confirmed his shivers. Low 
this morning was 15 at 8 a.m., and 
he expects a low tomorrow of 


about 20. 

St. Louis’s current March win- 
ter continued unabated, as one- 
half inch of snow fell in the city 
last night and a few flakes drifted 
down this morning. Depth of last 
night’s fall at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field was measured at one inch. 

Patches of ice made streets and 
highways in the area slick in spots 
when melted snow began freezing 
shortly after midnight. Motorists 
headed for cindered Public Serv- 
ice Co. bus routes this morning, 
with the result that busses and 
streetcars were two to 10 minutes 


late. 

Express Highway was 
closed at 2 am. and remained 
closed through the morning rush 
hour. It was reopened about 11 
a.m. 

The weather man reported that 
this morning's 15 degrees was the 
coldest temperature recorded this 
late in the season since 1941, when 
the mercury fell to 15 on March 
17. Record low for March 15, 
however, is 9 above, set in 1890, 
and in 1923 the temperature here 
was 4 above as late as March 19. 
Snow for the month downtown 
now totals 9% inches.

They will continue this educa- 
tional procedure at other plants 
so that they can make a compre- 
hensive report to Dr. Smith, he 
said. Reeves declined to name 
the bakery visited yesterday. 

Watson filed criminal informa- 
tions last month against three 
bakeries, including General Bak- 
ing, and a biscuit company, 
charging violation of the Pure 
Food, Drugs & Cosmetics Act by 
shipping adulterated bread and 
crackers in interstate commerce. 
Generally, the shipments were 
from St. Louis to the East Side. 

Prior to this, the Colonial Bak- 
ing Co., 4410 Gravois avenue, was 
c in another criminal in- 
formation with a similar violation. 
In that case, inspectors reported 
they found fragments of insects 
and rodent ‘hairs in bread shipped 
from St. Louis to the East Side. 

The company was fined $101 by 
Judge Moore on Feb. 23 when it 
entered a plea of nolo contender 
to the information, which was in 
two counts. Judge Moore assessed 
a fine of $100 on the first count 
and $1 on the other.

John P. Connor, veteran gam- 
bler and part owner of the Hyde 
Park Club, told the Post-Dispatch 
today: “Play has fallen off in re- 
cent weeks and there have been 
a lot of lawsuits. We are going 


to board up the windows, and we 


don’t know when we will open 
again. Tm going to take a long 
rest.” 

Connor’s reference to law suits 
was to legal action by losers to 
recover double their losses under 
an Illinois statute permitting such 
suits. , 


Capone Gang Pressure. 

From other sources it ‘was 
learned that the “economic rea- 
sons” cited by Connor actually 
was pressure by Frank (Buster) 
Wortman, East Side representa- 
tive of the Chicago Capone syn- 
dicate, for a larger share of Hyde 
Park profits. Wortman, report- 
ed to have obtained a “cut” on 
the Hyde Park play, is said to 
have increased his demands to 
the point where Connor and his 
associates found it no longer 
profitable to operate. The Hyde 
Park operators were reported to 
have reached a decision to close 
up and “leave Wortman hang- 
ing.”

Earlier Lucas had acknowledged 


Administration forces lacked the 


votes to end the stalemate if 
Southerners wanted to keep the 
Senate tied up and could get Re- 
publican help. 

Lucas said he would make no 
immediate attempt to adjourn the 
Senate. Adjournment would dis- 
place, as the business before the 
Senate, the motion against which 


the Southerners are filibustering. 


That would pave the way for the 
Senate to take up new business. 

The motion is that the Senate 
take up a proposal to change its 
rules so a two thirds vote can 
cut off debate at any time. 

Lucas’s New Proposal. 

Under the new compromise of- 
fered by Lucas, two thirds of those 
voting could end Senate debate at 
any time except when it was con- 
sidering a change in rules. Then 
there would be unlimited debate. 
Any rules change would have to 
have the approval of 64 of the 
Senate’s 96 members. 

Lucas said a new ruling may be 
sought from Vice President Bark- 
ley on the question of ending the 
Senate’s debate at this time. 
Barkley last week held a debate- 
limiting cloture petition in order, 
but his decision was reversed by 
a 46-to-41 Senate vote.

WASHINGTON, March 15 (UP) 
The State Department has sum- 
moned a “National Conference on 
American Foreign Policy” to meet 
here this week for discussion which 
will include the North Atlantic 
security pact. Signing of the 
treaty, whose terms have not yet 
been made public, is scheduled to 
take place the first week of April. 

Director Francis H. Russell of 
the department's Office of Public 
Affairs, said the policy conference 
will be similar to three or four 
held in the last two years. About 
200 persons will attend, represent- 
ing business, farm, labor, religious, 
civic, foreign policy, scientific, 
educational and veterans’ organi- 
zations. 

Russell said the department was 
not ready to name the organize- 
tions or individuals involved. It 
will do so when the conference 
convenes Thursday. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
will make the principal opening 
address. He will be followed by 
some of the department's other 
stars, including Charles E. Bohlen, 
who will talk about North Atlan- 
ye security problems.

Secretary Dean Rusk also are on 
the program. 

Besides general conference busi- 
ness there will be a special dis- 
cussion of President Truman's 
“bold new program” to furnish 
American technical and scientific 
know-how for the economic im- 
provement of undeveloped world 
areas.

‘HOME RULE’ RENT CONTROL 
PLAN APPROVED BY HOUSE 


Party Lines Split on Amendment to Let 
States, Cities, Counties Decide—Truman 
Forces to Try to Kill It Later.

WASHINGTON, March 15 (AP) 
—The« House voted today to let 
each state, county and city de- 
cide for itself whether to keep 
rent control. 

By a standing vote of 198 to 
150 it added this “home rule” 
amendment to the federal rent 
contro] bill. Under it, local gov- 
erning bodies could remove rent 
control any time they wish. 
The Administration opposed the 
amendment and undoubtedly will 
try to kill it with a later roll 
call.

Sheriff C. A. Jenkins of Buchanan 
County was investigating today 
the burning of the Red Clock 


owner, Mrs. Fannie Curry, re- 
ported that she had turned down 
the proposition of a gambler’s rep- 
resentative to supply the club with 
slot machines and music boxes in 
return for a percentage of the 
profits of the club. 

Sheriff Jenkins said he “had 
very little to go on” as Mrs. Curry 
could not furnish his deputies with 
a description of the man who 
called on her last week. 

Sheriff Jenkins said Buchanan 
County was “pretty clean” with 
only a few “sneak” places trying 
to operate. He said, however, that 
reports had been current for two 
months “that gambling was about 
to open up in the county.” 

The night club, which is on the 
outskirts of this city and in Bu- 
chanan county, burned with an 
estimated loss of $75,000. Two 
hours after the main building was 
destroyed, a small cottage adja- 
cent to the building, caught fire 
and was destroyed. Sheriff Jen- 
kins said he understood the cot- 
tage caught fire from sparks from 
the club. 

Mrs, Curry said that only a 
small amount of insurance was 
maintained on the establishment. 
She declined to state the amount 
but added that it would cover only 
a fraction of her loss. Mrs. Curry 
and a daughter have operated the 
club for 18 years. Sheriff Jenkins 
said he had been informed there 
was approximately $8000 in insur- 
ance carried on the club and that 
the cottage was insured for $1500, 
consisting of $1000 on the building 
and $500 on the contents. 

Mrs. Curry and her daughter 
would not discuss the details of 
the spurning of the gambler’s of- 
fer, stating they had informed the 
sheriff of the man’s call and their 
rejection of his proposal.

O’Dwyer said at a press confer- 
ence: “I have reason to suspect 
the entire fusion movement of 
a doublecross and frameup from 
top to bottom. They are not in- 
terested in the city, but are in- 
terested in power for themselves.” 

Multi-millionaire Clendenin J. 
Ryan, a key figure in the fusion 
movement and the wiretapping in- 
vestigation, has accused the 
O’Dwyer administration of being 
under the domination of Frank 
Costello, gambling figure. 

Ryan said yesterday that he is 
getting information “right in the 
middie of the O’Dwyer camp.” 

His attorney, John G. Broady, is 


gathering the data, Ryan told re- 
porters late yesterday, and the un- 
dercover informants are risking 
the safety of their families as well 
as their own lives to provide it. 

Testifies Before Grand Jury., 

The multimillionaire civic re- 
former told a special grand jury 
yesterday about the undercover 
work, to explain why Broady did 
not answer a subpena. Broady 
declined to waive immunity and 
appear before the grand jury as 
it opened an investigation of an 
alleged plot to tap the telephone 
wires of Mayor O’Dwyer and other 
high city officials.

Smith’s advisory committee, 
they reluctantly agreed to a pro- 
posal for a 4-cent gasoline tax 
under a mere pledge of the High- 
way Commission to add 15,000 
miles of rural roads to the state 
system in four years. . 

Their proposal in the bill pre- 
sented yesterday is to abolish the 
present State Highway Commis- 
sion of four members and create 
a new commission of eight, all 
of whom would be appointed by 
Gov. Smith. Of the new commis- 
Sioners the chairman and secre- 
tary would be salaried officers, 
who would devote their entire 
time to commission work. 

fn the present commission set- 
up, none of the commissioners 
gives his full time to his job. Com- 
missioners receive only $10 a day 
for such time as they are engaged 
in highway department work. 

The practical effect of this is 
that the chief engineer is the 
highway department, and the com- 
missioners at their once-a-month 
or occasional meetings have little 
detailed knowledge of«the work- 
ings of the department. They 
must rely very largely on the chief, 
engineer, except in establishing 
broad policies. 

Under the proposed setup, the 
chairman and secretary would be 
in the department at all times 
and presumably would have in- 
timate — of all details. 
The commission makeup unques- 
tionably would give at least six 
of the eight members to rural 
areas. 

Quinn and Curry were joint au- 
thors of a 10-man com- 
mission bill which passed the last 
Legislature but was vetoed by 
former Gov. Donnelly, The pro- 
posed bill this year eliminates one 
of the principal objections to the 
. 10-man bill, a provision requiring 
that one commissioner be ap- 
pointed from each of the 10 divis- 
ions of the department. 

Under the new bill, the Gov- 
ernor would be free to pick the 
commissioners from any part of 


the state he pleased, but Quinn ter 


said that it could be presumed 
that one would be from St. Louis, 
one from Kansas City and the 
remaining six spread over the 
state to give every general area 
A representative. 

Passage of the bill, in the intro- 
duction of which Quinn and Curry 
were joined by Senators Doyle 
Barrow of St. Joseph, Harry J. 
Revercomb of Shelby county, Ed- 
ward V. Long of Pike county, W. 
R. Walker of Carroll county and 
D. W. Gilmore of Scott county, 
could easily mean a complete 
shake-up of the personnel of the 
department, which some of the 
sponsors say they feel is rather 
“a closed corporation.” 

The bill provides that the chair- 
man shall receive a salary of $10, 
000 a year and the secretary $9000. 
The $10,000 salary of the chief en- 
gineer would remain unchanged, 
but that of the assistant chief 
engineer would be increased from 
$7500 to $9000. Salaries of other 
employes would be set by the com- 
mission.

Expelled. 


Action to oust Communists from 
the CIO United Electrical, Radio 
& Machine Workers of America, 
Local 1104, which recently expelled 
Cletus Smith for saying he “might 
sabotage a war plant,” was adop- 
ted last night at a meeting of the 
union at Jeffla Hall. | 

A resolution, recommended by 
the local’s executive board, would 
require all known Communists in 
the union to repudiate Communism 
and pledge his defense of the 
United States in case of war with 
Russia. If the Communist felt 
obliged to engage in sabotage or 
felt that he could not defend this 
country in peace or war, the reso- 
lution authorized his expulsion 
from the union. 

A second resolution, containing 
the same provisions as the first, 
also was adopted after consider- 
able debate. This resolution would 
pertain to all thembers of tho 
Union’s District 8. 

The mechanics of the resolution 
recommended by the local’s board 
would require each Communist to 
come before a committee and an- 
swer questions concerning his al- 
legiance to the United States. If 
he answered the questions unsat- 
isfactorily, he would be expelled, 
or asked to repudiate Communism 
and his allegiance to the U.S. S. R. 

James Forest, state chairman of 
the Communist Party in Missouri, 
in an open letter to the local, said 
“appropriate disciplinary steps 
should be taken against Smith. We 
are opposed to any type of sabo- 
tage and we are opposed to any 
acts of violence against the Gov- 
ernment of the United States.” 

Smith, who said his statement, 
made last Thursday at a union 
meeting, was a “mistake.” He 
added, “I was under fire at the 
time and a little nervous.” Smith, 
who lives at 4715 Newberry ter- 
race, has been discharged from 
his job at the Wagner Electric 
Corp.

The present law prohibits pay- 
ment of an old-age pension to any 
needy person more than 65 years 
old who owns property having an 
actual worth of $2500, or $3000 
if married. The pending bill pro- 
vides a limitation of $3000, based 
on the average assessed valuation 
for the five years preceding the 
application. 
Staples cited figures from the 
recent assessment survey made by 
the Legislative Research Commit- 
tee to show the injustices that 
would result from this change. In 
Jackson County (Kansas City), for 
instance, the research committee 
found that assessments varied 
from 13 to 127 per cent of the true 
value, as determined from prop- 
erty sale prices. 
On the basis of the $3000 as- 
sessed valuation allowed in the 
pending bill, a person having prop- 
erty assessed at 13 per cent of 
actual value could own a home.

Cissell, Ex-Big 
Leaguer, Dead 


CHICAGO, March 15 (AP) — 
Chalmers (Bill) Cissell, 45, former 
Chicago White Sox shortstop, died 
at Mercy Hospital today. 

Cissell, who lost his job with 
the Sox to Luke Appling in 1932 
and later played with several 
other major league clubs, had 
been confined to the hospital since 
the middle of January.

It said the lat- 
ter law “took out of the defense 
category the provision for making 
a lower price to meet competi- 
tien.” * 

In effect, the opinion upheld the 
FTC. Howard Ellis, Standard Oil 
attorney, disagreed with it and 
said it means the manufacturer or 
supplier “must sit by and see his 
dealers taken away from him by 
competitors who offer to sell like 
goods for lower prices.” 

Ellis said that in 1936 Standard 
competitors offered the four De- 
troit dealers gasoline at several 
cents lower than they were pay- 
ing. To meet this, Standard cut 
its price and kept its dealers.

PERVASIVE sense that all

Britain on the Road to Recovery, 
But Danger Remains, Cripps Says 


Nation Still Cannot Overcome Shortage of 
Dollars, Report Declares— Program Built

LONDON, March 15 (AP). 


RITAIN has Made “substantial progress” toward recovery and 
is past its period of recurring economic crises, a Government 
economic survey for 1949 reported today. The report said, how- 


ever, the dollar shortage still is crucial. 
The progress is due both to the work of the British people and 
“the generous assistance we are being given by the American and 


Canadian people,” said the report, 


prepared by Sir Stafford Cripps, 


boss of Britain’s economics and finances. 


It laid out higher production 
goals for this year, and said their 
fulfillment would go a long way 
toward solving some of the na- 
tion’s most crucial recovery prob- 
lems. But there was nothing in 
the 30,000-word survey to show 
that Britain has yet achieved com- 
plete recovery, as suggested by 
Christopher Mayhew, Foreign 
Under Secretary, at a recent Unit- 


ed Nations meeting. Mayhew's 
statement was later repudiated by 


the Government. 
Cripp’s survey warned instead: 


“The position is still dangerous 
in a number of critical sectors. 
.. « In terms of dollars we are 
still not paying our way. Sus- 
tained efforts to solve the hard 
core of our economic difficulties 
are still required,” 


The entire program was built 
on the belief that the American 
Congress will approve $940,000,000 
worth of aid for the coming year. 
This the full amount recom- 
mended by Paul G. Hoffman, head 
of the Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration, and approved by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 


If the fund is cut “many plans 
may need yet to be revised,” said 
a footnote to the survey. 


Four Main Tasks Set. 

To tug Britain further out of 
the morass, the survey set out 
four main tasks: 

1. A bigger effort to sell more 
goods to the United States and 
Canada, and so earn dollars. 

2. Harder work and more pro-. 
duction, especially in steel, coal 
and textile industries, and on 
the farms. 

3. Cut the cost and boost the 
quality of British-made goods. 
Exporters already are having 
trouble finding customers at 
present prices. 

4. Hold down wages, prices 
and dividends to keep inflation 
under continued control. 

wards Are Promised. 

As a reward for more self dis- 


cipline and hard work, the survey 
promised the people their diet 


would come back almost to pre- 
war levels this year, although each 
person will get four pounds less 
meat. 

In recent months, Britain 
achieved a near balance in trade 
with all the rest of the world. 
In 1947, its trading accounts fell 
into a debt of £630,000,000 ($2,- 
520,000,000). 

But, the survey warned, this 
“does not represent a financial 
equilibrium since it conceals a 
large and continuing dollar 
deficit.” 

Balance with the whole world 
means a surplus in trading with 
the Commonwealth, Europe, Asia 
and Africa in contrast to continu- 
ing debts to the Western Hemis- 
phere. : 

“With the Western Hemisphere. 
particularly the dollar area, we 
are, and are likely to remain, sub- 
stantially in deficit, even though 
the deficit is steadily diminishing.

Much of Britain’s food and vital 
raw materials for its industries 
can be bought only for dollars. 

Dollar Deficit Listed. 

The net deficit in dollar trading 
for the first six months of 1948 
was $1,016,000,000. In the last half 
of the year, it was trimmed $676,- 
000,000. For the first half of 1949, 
however, it will rise to $780,000,000 
as Britain buys materials and 
machinery to expand output. 

Consequently, the Government 
said it is planning “practical 
assistance for exporters” seeking 
to sell in the North American 
market. 

It wants to sell 50 per cent more 
in the New World this year than 
it did in 1938. In the final half 
of 1948, sales were 39 per cent 
above 1938.

“Not exactly yet,” says the doc- 
tor. He is watching to see whether 
the plan will stand the test of 
an epidemic. Also, he thinks he 
should get a better reward for 
his services. 

A majority of Englishmen seem 
to think it is the answer to their 
prayers, They rushed into it. 
Among them, of course, are mil- 
lions of workers who were en- 
rolled in the old Health Insurance 
act. They were merely absorbed 
into the new plan. 

“Nothing has changed,” they 
say. “The standards of care are 
the same either way.” 

But you can find as many who 
say medical care is harder for 
them to get now. 

“If I want to get fast atten- 
tion, outside of an emergency, I 
still pay the doctor,” these say. 
“Then I don’t have to wait.” 

One thing is certain: More Eng- 
lishmen are getting needed medi- 
cal and dental treatment now that 
the money bar has dropped, 

The doctor won't dispute that. 
But he does not think that all 
practitioners are getting a square 
deal on their pay. 

Amendments Sought. 

The British Medical Association 
(BMA) is leading a fight to amend 
some sections of the law, particu- 
larly to raise the average fee for 
each patient on the doctor’s list. 

A doctor participating in the 
service may be paid in one of two 
ways: By a capitation fee of $3.60 
a year for each public patient, or 
by a fixed annual payment of 
$1200 plus a capitation fee at a 
rate about one-seventh lower than 
otherwise. In addition, he gets 
extra fees. A baby delivery, for 
example, gives him an extra 
$29.40. A country doctor receives

As the beser Proceeds 


To an early hour this morning, the Senate con- 


tinued the depressing spectacle of the filibuster. 


While the “world’s greatest deliberative body” 
thus whiled away its time, a sheaf of important 
legislation awaited enactment. The combination 
of Republicans and ‘Southern Democrats who are 
seeking to enforce their will upon the country 
deserves rebuke. 

The filfbusters in the Senate have stepped 
from the defensive to the offensive. Their pur- 
pose at first was to prevent a change in the rules 
which would make it easier to break a filibuster. 
Since their victory last Friday, their purpose is 
to effect a change in the rules which will make 
it impossible ever to break a filibuster. 

As a “compromise” to stop the stalling, the 
Southern Democrats and their Republican allies 
offer a hard bargain. They would permit votes 
on cloture (limitation of debate) on a motion as 
well as on a bill, but would require a vote of 72 
—three-fourths of all the members of the Sen- 
ate—to do it. They would bar cloture altogether, 
permitting unlimited filibuster, on proposals to 
change the cloture rules. 

As a matter of history, certainly not unknown 
to the Southern Democrats, the forces against 
filibuster have mustered an absolute three- 
fourths vote only once in the 32 years the pres- 
ent cloture rule has been in effect. That was on 
the Versailles Treaty in 1919, when 78 votes 
were cast against the filibuster. On the three 
other occasions when cloture was voted, it 
was by votes of 68, 65 and 55. The filibusters 
are offering to supersede a cloture rule which 
has proved effective, on the average, once every 
eight years, with one which would have proved 
effective only once in 32 years. 

The concession they would make in return 
would be empty. It makes no difference what 
the circumstances to which cloture can apply, if 
the required number of votes is set so high that 
enough can never be mustered to apply it. 

The present rule, that eloture can be voted by 
two-thirds of the quorum present and voting, is 
harsh enough. Obviously, it cannot be improved 
at the present session of Congress. Obviously, 
too, the Administration will have to make some 
concessions to the filibusters, in view of their 
victory. 

But acceptance of a 72-vote rule would de- 
liver the Senate into the hands of the South- 
ern Democratic bloc with little or no necessity 
for Republican coalition. The Senators of any 
12 states, plus one Senator from a thirteenth, 
could paralyze the Senate any time they chose, 
and the already undue influence they exercise 
through threat of filibuster would be increased. 

The present cloture rule is the worst the coun- 
try should be willing to put up with even 


temporarily. 
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Gov. Stevenson Keeps a Pledge 

Gov. Stevenson is fulfilling his promise to 
take the Illinois mine inspection service out of 
patronage politics. He has issued a directive to 
the State Department of Minés to hold examina- 
tions for vacancies among mine inspectors under 
conditions which do not disclose the identity of 
the applicant. The purpose is to keep the State 
Mining Board from knowing what if any party 
affiliation the best qualified applicants may 
have. 

This is a long way from the days when “Dear 
Bob” Medill was telling Driscoll Scanlan, the 
Centralia mine inspector, that he was “just too 
damned honest” because he would not shake 
down mine operators for party campaign funds. 
It is a long way from the system which held 
mine inspectors in the tight grip of machine 
politics and which compromised them when they 
tried to close unsafe mines. It is a long way— 
and all to the good. 

Both the Republican and Democratic parties 
will be better off in Illinois for this executive 
decision—and for the passage of legislation 
which should establish it on the state's law 
books. If the G.O.P. leaders at Springfield be- 
lieve that turn about is fair play they will meet 
Adlai Stevenson half way in lifting similar non- 
partisan matters, such as the proposed constitu- 
tional convention, out of the arena of inter- 
party contests.

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Economic Mobilization 

Without any parades or even any display of 
the equipment and gadgets that helped win 
World War II, a team of instructors from the 
Armed Forces Industrial College is quietly put- 
ting on a two-week economic mobilization course 
here at Soldiers’ Memorial for reserve officers 
and industrial leaders of the general area. 

It is a condensed version of the 10-month 
course given at the college in Washington, D. C., 
and includes such subjects as: World resources 
of raw materials essential for a war economy; 
stockpiling; adjusting civilian and military re- 
quirements to productive capacity; manpower 
factors; role of technological progress; transpor- 
tation, communications, power, fuel and finance 
required for maintenance of a war economy. 
Why study such ponderous matters? 

Principally because World War II was won— 
not by the big battalions—but by the big fac- 
tories which enabled this country to smother the 
enemy with their converted mass production. If 
war should come to this nation again, it un- 
doubtedly will have to mobilize economically 
much quicker than it did the last time. The best 
military thought is that another war would not 
be won or lost in a few days before factories 
could reach their maximum output. But saving 
of time in putting industrial plants and equip- 
ment to maximum war use will be vitally 
essential. 

' Undramatic and dry as this economic mobiliza- 
tion may be, the nation must concern itself with 


it. It is getting public interest and public sup-

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Missouri’s Road Needs 

Dollar for dollar, Missouri probably has re- 
ceived as much or more for its highway expendi- 
tures as any state in the union. But this does 
not mean that the road system is perfect. Ex- 
isting roads must be repaired and extended, and 
‘many miles of rural farm-to-market roads should 
be “taken out of the mud.” 

To this end, Gov. Smith's Highway Advisory 
Committee has evolved a comprehensive plan 
to be financed by a twe-cent increase in the 
state gasoline tax. A bill for this purpose now 
is before the House in Jefferson City. It should 
be adopted. , 

But it is not likely to be adopted without 
some rather brisk skirmishing. The fortes which 
backed the defeated Curry Amendment last No- 
vember almost certainly will oppose this meas- 
ure. That means the oil companies, the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri and certain farmers’ 
organizations which are themselves in the oil 
and gasoline business. Those who recall the 
fight against the Curry Amendment will not un- 
derestimate the strength which these forces can 
mobilize in the state capital. So the issues had 
better be clearly drawn. 

This is not a question of whether or not more 
money is needed for roads and highways. It is 
a question of how such money is to be spent. 
The opposition forces would have amended the 
State Constitution to permit doling out funds to 
hundreds of local road-building agencies. This 
would have meant giving up all hope for a thor- 
oughly integrated, statewide program. It would 
have meant duplication of equipment and inex- 
pert direction. Worst of all, it would have meant 
a bonanza for local politicians. That's why the 
plan was rejected by the voters of Missouri. 

The pending measure, on the other hand, 
sticks to the spirit and the letter of the Consti- 
tution. It puts the expenditure of the increased 
road funds in the expert hands of the State 
Highway Commission. 

That's where expenditure belongs. It is true 
that the commission is not authorized to build 


local roads, but it can incorporate any road into 


the state system. Especially since the Govern- 
or’s committee put great stress on rural roads 
—a stress which the legislators should properly 
repeat—the commission can be counted on to 
give adequate attention to farm-to-market mile- 
age. 

Unlike the Curry plan, the pending proposal 
is no shot in the dark. It represents a well 
thought-out, 10-year program under which about 
$330,000,000 should be available for new con- 
struction. It would add approximately 15,000 
miles of farm-to-market roads to the state sys- 
tem and still leave about $45,000,000 for addi- 
tional construction of this kind in accord with 
future needs. It would also make about $250,- 
000,000 available for the major highway, system. 

Considering what other states are paying for 
good roads, the Missouri plan is an economical 
one. Even at four cents, the Missouri gas tax 
still will be lower than the country-wide average. 
The program made possible by this increase will 
And it meets a real need. 
It should, in spite of selfish opposition, be

Einstein’s Lesson for Statesmen 

Albert Einstein had hoped that his seventieth 
birthday would slip by unobserved. But the 
United Nations Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization (UNESCO) did well to mark 
the day. The world did not need particularly to 
be reminded of the man’s age, but it cannot be 
reminded too often of his character. 

Sensationally outstanding as Einstein's con- 
tributions to physics and mathematics have been, 
he is even more worthy of tribute for his con- 
stant battle against every form of cruelty and 
hatred.“ While his mind reached as far as the 
farthest star, his. heart never forgot his nearest 
neighbor. 

He denounced German imperialism in 1914— 
although he was then director of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm II Research Institute for Physics in 
Berlin—just as later he denounced German 
Nazism. In the years between, he gave his full 
support to the democratic strivings of the 
Weimar Republic. 

Fundamentally, however, he was an interna- 
tionalist. He knew that his own work was based 
on the work of many men of many nations. He 
believed—and still believes—that science should 
not be the only international brotherhood. But 
this did not lead him to a theoretical withdrawal

Unemployment is at its highest point 
since 1941, Most economists do not expect 
it to get serious. But if it does, here are 
some of the things that can be done about

1. State and local governments have com- 
plete or partial plans for $8,700,000,000 
worth of locally financed public works. Of 
this amount, $2,900,000,000 is ready to go 
on short notice. 

2. The states have reserves of $7,600,000,-

pensation during slack periods. 

3. The Federal Government is planning 
to spend three billion on civil public works 
in the 1950 fiscal year. It has no ready- 
made plans for a fast public works expan- 
sion in case of an emergency, but the pub- 
lic works figure in the 1950 budget has been 
held to a minimum. Some expansion could 
be provided through speeding up werk on 
projects already under way. 

4. While it is arguing about Truman's 
anti-inflation program, Congress is also 
considering anti-unemployment measures.

The most comprehensive program of all 
is suggested by Senators Sparkman and 
Murray, who have a bill (S.281) to establish 
a 15-billion-dollar Capital Development Fund 
to keep the economy running at the rate 
recommended by the Council of Economic 
Advisers to assure full employment and 
production. The fund’s primary function 
would be to supplement private investment 
to keep total investment at the level set 
by the Council as necessary for prosperity. 


In Missouri, state, county, and local gov- 
ernments and school districts have plans 
for $161;626,000 worth of public works. The 
plans are completed and ready to go for 
$61,460,000 worth. 


What Missouri Is Doing 


The state and communities got federal 
aid for planning 2988 projects costing $82,- 
932,000. But when the federal aid program 
stopped in 1947, plans for 51 projects cost- 
ing $45,615,000 had to be deferred. 


Ninety-seven governmental units in Mis- 


.souri report that they have completed 
plans for 89 projects, costing $16,448,000, 


and that they have plans in the design 
stage for 169 projects, costing $62,246,000. 


Two hundred twenty governmental units 
in Missouri report that they have no plans 
for public works. 

Missouri had a weekly average in Novem- 
ber, 1948, of 25,841 unemployed entitled to 
jobless benefits. ‘This includes veterans but 
not railroad workers. For the others, bene- 
fits vary from 50 cents to $20 a week for 
from one to 20 weeks. Missouri has the 
lowest minimum (50 cents); Michigan has 
the highest maximum ($28). Missouri also 
has the shortest minimum duration (one 
week). The longest maximum duration

But as drama, it is defective. It 
tells, glancing backyards, of the 
heartaches, uncertainties, unfaith- 
fulness and tragedy that were en- 
countered in making a great love 
last through the years.

The time has come, it seems to 

me, to organize American public 
opinion behind a really democratic 
policy for Germany; a policy that 
would win the allegiance of the 
German people and not just a few 
managers at the top.

Retired in 1947 After New

George F. Ward, retired chief 
of police and city marshal of Uni- 
versity City, who had served for 
24 years in one capacity or the 
other, died of a heart disease to- 
day at Jewish Hospital.

Order “Too. Broad.” 

Judge Laurance M. Hyde said 
the restraining order “is too broad 
‘because it attempts to decide a 
railroad jurisdictional dispute and 
a classification question which the 
United States Supreme Court has 
ruled courts do not have juris- 
diction to decide, 

“The fact that members of one 
union are white and members of 
another are colored cannot pre- 
vent such a dispute over the right 
to perform certain overlapping 
job functions from being a juris- 
dictional dispute,” he said. 
“Neither does that fact entitle 
them to by-pass the boards es- 
tablished by Congress for the 
settlement of such disputes.”

staff in Paris are wrestling with 
this problem, and have yet to 
agree on an answer. 

The question cannot be an- 
swered, of course, merely, in terms 
of numbers of division. All are 
agreed that the western European 
force, of however many divisions, 
must consist of elite troops, and 
must be superbly equipped, with 
much armor and artillery, a big 
armored reserve, and above all 
unquestioned tactical air superior- 
ity, if it is to hold the vast Rus- 
sian Army until help can arrive 
Given such troops and equipment, 
there is some opinion that even 
at the end of the second year, with 
20 superior divisions, much of 
‘western Europe could be held in 
case of war. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
who as temporary chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff has of 
course been occupied with the 
problem, is said to share this 
opinion. No doubt Eisenhower 
has in mind the primitive supply 
methods of the Russian Army, 
which he saw at first hand. Other 
strategic planners place the mini- 
mum of 40 divisions. Obviously 
much will depend on ‘the great 
Soviet armament effort now under 
way. Under any circumstances, 
external security for western Eu- 
rope will not be easily or cheaply 
attained. 

No Accurate Cost Estimate. 

The over-all cost of the program 
to this country cannot possibly be 
accurately estimated. It will de- 
pend largely on the degree of 
European recovery, which will in 
turn measure the Europeans’ abil-

Trip to Southern 
Part of Missouri 


By Leonard Hall 


EVE just come back from a trip down into 

Carter, Shannon, Oregon and Howell coun- 

ties, where I was somewhat surprised to 

find spring no farther advanced than it is here 

at Possum Trot 

Farm. From one 

standpoint the trip 

wasn't too success- 

ful, for we failed to 

find what we went 

after — stock cows. 

We did, however, 

have an opportu- 

nity to visit with 

many old friends 

and to acquire some 

new ones. One of 

our problems here 

at Possum Trot is 

a te ee to keep the live- 

25 n + stock program in 

e dalance with the 

seasons—always to 

have the right number of cattle on hand to use 

the feed which is available and at the same time 

keep the labor-load on a fairly even keel. So 

far, our carrying capacity during the pasture 

months from April until October is larger than 

during the winter; and we have solved this by 

purchasing surplus “stock cows” out of the 
Ozark hill country during March and April. 
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STOCK COWS in this sense are grade cattle 
of the beef breeds which are going to have calves 
during the spring months and which have been 
roughed through the winter on hay and fodder. 
Our job is then to get them into shape for 
calving by feeding rich legume hay and a small 
amount of grain so they'll start out with a good 
milk supply for the calf and begin to put on 
weight as soon as they go out on spring pasture. 
The calves run with their mothers all summer— 
and they, too, may be fed a small amount of 
grain to keep them growing. In autumn the 
calves are either sold or kept through the winter 
to be marketed off next year’s grass. The cows, 
which are generally not of good enough quality 
to keep for the breeding herd, are then fattened 
and sent to market. Perhaps all this sounds 
more complicated than “Five Acres and Inde- 
pendence” or “Success on the Small Farm.” But 
Tm glad to think that I’m one writer on country 
matters who has never claimed that farming is 
a simple life or a high-road to easy riches. 


re 


AT ANY RATE, it has generally been possible 
for us to tind some cattle of the kind I've de- 
scribed, down in the deep Ozark counties. Here 
the farmers along the creek and river bottoms 
pasture their stock in summer on the National 
Forest, from May until November. On the home 
farm they raise hay, pasture, and perhaps a 
small amount of grain for the winter months. 
They market their calves in autumn; but often 
in spring will also send to market a few cows 
which they may be replacing with heifers in 
their ‘own breeding herds. There is also the 
matter of weather—of summer drouth and rain 
which govern the length of the pasture season 
and the amount of feed which can be raised. 
During recent years of high cattle prices, more 
and more cows have been sold along with the 
young stock, so we've found it necessary to go 
farther afield when we want to buy cows. 
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THIS WAS the objective of our trip—and there 
may be a moral in it which will show up in the 
price of good beef next winter. For what we 
found out was this—that there are no surplus. 
cows in the Ozark country where beef raising 
is a primary industry, and that herds are prob- 
ably down to the lowest point of the past six to 
eight years. Nor, I believe, is the national pic- 
ture much different, for beef cattle numbers 
seem to move in a cycle of about 13 years and 
we're now at the very bottom of this cycle. We 
also found out something else which is tre- 
mendously interesting in terms of the Missouri 
forestry problem. This is that the quality of 
forage in the national forests where grazing is 
under good management is several hundred per 
cent greater than that on most privately owned 
timber land where forage is still being destroyed 
by both fire and heavy over-grazing. Good cattle- 
men told us that while it is still profitable to 
graze the national forest range, they would 
suffer heavy losses if they had to depend on the 


old “open range.” 
* * * 


WE MADE OUR HEADQUARTERS with Ben 
Davis at Van Buren, whom many Missourians 
know for his interest in conservation and in the 
wild flowers of the Ozark region. From here we 
worked down through the Irish Wilderness, stop- 
ping for a visit with Tom Allmon at New 
Liberty, who runs the store and sawmill there 
and is an expert fire-fighter for the Forest 
Service. Riding the forest truck trails, which 
are often better roads than our unpaved state 
highways, we headed westward to Thomasville 
and then over through. Howell county to the 
cattle auction at West Plains. But here we found 
it an off-day for beef stock, with not enough 
cattle being offered to make a truckload. After 
coming out of the good Oregon county timber, 
it was sad to see the thousands of acres of 
broom-sedge covered fields growing up to sassa- 
fras brush—often being burned and cleared to be 
worn out again for the third or fourth time, 
Korean lespedeza grows on these fields which 
would starve a billy-goat; and I wondered how 
much of this land we include in our estimates 
when we brag that Missouri has more acres in 
legume than any other state. And although the 
basic productivity of the soil here is low, I spec- 
ulated on what would happen if it were properly 
limed, fertilized and seeded to pasture grasses. 
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BACK IN THE WILDERNESS, we visited 
Gene Oesch and his wife, who are descended 
from old settlers in this country and grass-farm 
more than 1000 acres right in.the heart of the 
timber country. There must be a limestone out- 
crop here, for I noticed many clumps of cedars; 
and this doubtless accounts for the establishment 
of the Wilderness settlement. Gene carries any- 
where from 200 to 400 good grade Herefords, 
pasturing them on the Wilderness Refuge in 
summer and grazing his own fields through the 
rest of the year. Once his farm was isolated, 
but today it is only a few minutes from Free- 
mont on good roads, and his beef-raising opera- 
tion is one it would be hard to beat. Heading 
out, we stopped to visit Spence and Tike Burrus 
at Freemont, who are old friends, and Ben 
Davis's nephew, Buzz, who farms south of 
Winona and buys and sells livestock. We headed 
home without our cattle, yet somehow feeling 
that we'd made enough new friends to make the 
trip worthwhile. .

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New Evidence in Alger Hiss Case 


Writer Gives Chambers's

N THE closing days of the 
Hise-Chambers hearing last 
summer the House Committee 
heard from one Alexander Stevens, 
as he called himself; A. A. Berle 
and several lesser persons in the 


case. 

Stevens, so-called, was identified 
on the stand as J, Peters by 
Chambers, and called the top Man 
of the Communist conspiracy 
which Chambers and Bilisabeth 
Bentley had testified had flour“ 
ished in Government circles. 

He refused to answer all perti- 
nent questions on the grounds 
that he might incriminate him- 
self. He refused to iden the 
“J, Peters” on — — 
I produced, ordering one Com 
Andrew Smith transferred to the 
Soviet Union. 

Under the approving eye of his 
counsel, the inevitable Carol King, 
who had represented Gerhart Bis- 
ler and other top suspected Com- 
munists, the man sang the famil- 
jar “self-incrimination” theme 
song again and again.

I testified before the committee 
last August I wanted to expose 
the Communist conspiracy, but 1 
did not want to destroy the hu- 
mans involved. I sat for a whole 
day in meditation, as to what 1 
should do. Finally I came to the 
conclusion that could go just 
go far, and achieve exposure With- 
out destroying the families of the 


people involved, 


“But after my testimony they 
Spread stories that I was insane 
and that I was a pervert. 

“Then they called in my wife 
and were very rough with her. It 
Made me angry. I know as a 
Quaker I must never act in anger. 
So I sat for another day, and I 
came to the conclusion that the 
only thing to do was to tell every- 
thing I knew, spare no one, This 
thing must be stopped. Look what 
they're doing in China and Last- 
ern Europe. We've got to know 
what we're confronted with in this 
country.” 

But no one knew of the man’s 
tremendous decision until Nov. 17, 
1948, when he was next called by 
Hiss’s attorneys for a pre-trial 
examination. 

There had never been any sug- 
gestion that documentary evidence 
existed in the Hiss-Cham case,
